May or C. C. Leatherberry , Wells­ 
v ille Democrat, was swept into his 
third term in Tu esday ’s election. 
According to complete bu t u noffi­ 
cial retu rns, he defeated John E. 
McGarey , Repu blican, 1,485 to 1,- 
421, for a majority of 364. 
Leatherberry is an electrician 
and McGarey is serv ing ar First 
Ward cou ncilman. 
Two Repu blican incu mbents and 
a Democratic former cou ncilman 
captu red the cou ncil-at-large con­ 
test, with fiv e ru nning for the 
three posts. 
The contestants finished in this 
order—Charles Stewart, 1,313; Joe 
Finney , 1,124; W. S. Swearingen, 
1,109 ; Alv a Dick ey , 1,080, and Ro­ 
bert Taggart, 9 59 . 
Swearingen, Homer Lau ghlin Chi­ 
na Co. employ ee and dean of cou n­ 
cil, was elected to his ninth term, 
while his fellow-Repu blican, Stew­ 
art, is a Pennsy lv ania Railroad 
crew clerk and has serv ed fiv e 
terms. 
Finney , a barber, prev i­ 
ou sly had eight y ears in cou ncil.

William J. Wooley , Repu bUcan, 
was elected ov er Clair V. Cu nnjng- 
ham.

WooUey is a Cru cible 
Steel Co. employ ee and this was 
his first bid for office.

In the Third Ward cou ncil con­ 
test, the Démocratie incu mbent, 
Dominic Dash, was v ictor ov er 
Thomas Gu altier.

The lu ccess tf the school b ond issu e, with 
the E ast End pitching in magnificanUy to de­ 
stroy the maliciou s myth that the Downtown 
in d E ast End never see eye to eye, is withou t 
qu estion the b est thing that’s happened to E ast 
Liverpool in years. 
In one prou d performance in 
a common 
cau se, the cit^ showed decisively that it has 
not b ecome so encru sted with its so-called “feu ds 
that it cannot fu nction effectively as a com­ 
mu nity. The main requ irem ent is what it al­ 
ways has b een—a program with genu ine merit. 
Bu t something more happened Tu esday. Tha 
city showed that its thinking has not b ecome 
so encru sted that it cannot move forward with 
real spirit. That one fact—the realization that 
the town has not b ogged down in its commu ni­ 
ty enterprise—is worth almost as mu ch as tha 
new schools. 
It m eans that citizens who wish their com­ 
mu nity well will continu e to plan, continu e to 
hope, continu e to dare in its b ehalf, confident 
that their plans and hopes will find friends 
willing to help if there is m erit In what they 
seek to do. 
The school b ond issu e was » prize ex ample. 
Citizens gathered to it b y instinct, attracted b y 
Its worth. As long as the leaders of the Citi- 
len s’' Committee live, they never wili forget 
the waV in which help cam e forward, volu n­ 
tarily. u ntil, at the end, there were more people 
pu lling in the sam e direction than had happened 


Ip 20 years. 
And they walked into work—hard work. What 
the critics said was tru e. Tax es had gone u p. 
painfu Uy so. And at ex actly the wrong tim e 
from the viewpoint of the program ’s sponsors. 
Work in the potteries was far from rob u st. 
There was a revalu ation of real estate in pro­ 
cess, holding the threat of stiffer payments on 
properties. And there was the feeling—as acu te 
among the CiUzens’ Committee as it was any­ 
where e lse -tha t » 2,725,000 might not b e enou gh; 
that they m ight have to go b ack, b efore it was 
all over, and ask for more. 
In short, the ob stacles and th. heartaches 
were as stern as circu m stances cou ld contrive to 


m ake them.

Bu t enou gh.

Bu t there has b een a Ito- 
ginning. The town has voted to get on with it. 
We will not stand idly at the side of the road. 
We are prou d of ou r town. 


Adam Smith, in discu ssing tax es 
on property, wrote:

When to the income tax is added 
a complex system of excises and 
hidden taxes, it is possible for gov­ 
ernment to arrange for an econ­ 
omy which permit* the a p p e a r - 
ances of high wages and even high 
prices while all the time the stand­ 
ard of life is being depreciated 
and the m i d d l e class is being 
squeezed out of existence.
